tention. As a bit of evidence bearing 
upon the subject, 1'rof. Balfour Stewart 
cites certain inquiries into the heights of 
the rivers Elbe and Seine in Europe and 
and Nile in Africa which indicate that 
these great streams reach their 


trTe"maxinHim oftlie eleven jr>..r 
cycle, and their lowest point at tjie mini- 
mum of the same period. The rainfall in 
these river-valleys must, therefore, be 
greatest when the disturbances on the 
sun are most extended and violent, and 
vice rersa.

She seldom or 
never produces anything from the plastic 
mud, but her soul soars, and she is ena- 
bled to wear a square pasteboard cap and 
a huge bib with Queen Elizabeth shoul- 
der-puffs.

He looked at the staves, 
the hoops, the heads, the shape, the cut- 
ting and the driving, and in the end re- 
marked to the cooper, who was anxiously 
waiting for his verdict: "They are good 
barrels. I never saw better. 
You have 


learned your trade and done your part 
faithfully. 
Come into the counting room 


and I'll now do mine." 


The couple went into the office. 
The 


old man's face was beaming with pleas- 
ure and satisfaction, and the young man's 
was flushed and pale by turns from the 
peculiar circumstances of the moment. 
Mr. Girard took down his check book and 
wrote a check. 
This he cut out, and 


then turning to the young man, said : 


"My young friend, listen to me. Your 


fidelity, promptness and energy attracted 
my attention. Then I had u dream about 
you I mentioned a long time ago.

"Mr. Girard at this juncture placed in 


the hand of tho agitated young man the 
check he lud prepared. 


"Now," he continued, "you have a 


capital to commance business as a mer- 
chant, if you see fit. Shouid disaster 
overtake you go to your trade again." 


The young man broke into a torrent of 


thanks, but Mr. Girard abruptly stopped 
him, saying : 


"You lose interest on your money while 


you talk. I have fulfilled my dream and 
done justice by you. Good morning." 


Here this strange interview ended. 


The young man went away with the 
deepest gratitude in his heart and a reso- 
lution to make a man in business worthy 
of the respect of his generous benefactor. 
He subsequently became one of the first 
merchants of Philadelphia. 
This incident 


is one of the most singular in the history 
of Mr. Girard, and no less in the annals 
of dreams. 


The Bank of France lias just issued 


some hundred-franc bank notes of an es- 
pecially elaborate pattern, which will 
baffle the most skillful of forgers.

eminent painter has furnished the design, 
and the engraving has been executed by 
artists of the first rank. The distin- 
guished feature of the new note is its 
double water mark. That to the left is 
the head of Ceres, and that to the right is 
the head of Mercury.

On the face 
of the note are draped figures seated, 
which symbolize agriculture and naviga- 
tion. On the reverse the centre is oc- 
cupied by a group of the goddesses Min- 
erva and Fortune, and below each of the 
water marks is the standing figure of a 
genius bearing an escutcheon upon which 
is inscribed the value of the note. The 
new note, like all French bank notes, is 
printed in blue.

TheTcception tendered Genera 
Grant three years ago, the opening day 
of the Centennial celebration, the Fourtl 
of July, 1870, and Pennsylvania Day dur 
ing the exhibition were all days that wil 
long be remembered by those who saw 
tlie demonstrations or took part in them 
but Tuesday's and Wednesday's immense 
throngs excelled them all. 


The demonstrations commenced will 


the landing of William Penn, at Dock 
street wharf. A fleet of tugs and steam- 
ers four miles long on Tuseday escortet 
William Penn and the good ship Wel- 
come through the most magnificent nava 
display ever witnessed in this country, to 
Dock street. 
More than 20,000 flags 


were flying from the tugs in line and the 
shipping in the river, and the colors 01 
forty nations were displayed. 
The nava

English waters.

thousand people lined the river banks, 
from Greenwich piers to Shackanmxon.

Monthly, is well worth rending. There 
arc occasional bits of art criticism put 
into the mouth of Sandy Koss, a Scotch 
painter, which for real truth and artistic 
beauty "f expression exceed anything 
which wi have seen from the glowing pen 
of John Unski'i.

As a rule the big black 
Newfoundland dog is a much-abused beast, 
lie is sought out more for strength than 
beauty, kept on low diet, used in winter 
to draw heavy .sledges of wood, and 
is made anything but a household divin- 
ity. His temper is good up to five years 
«ld, when he is apt to become snappish. 
The wati r is his natural home and he will 
steal aw ly at night and travel long dis- 
tances lor his bath. 
The tests of his 


purity, dl'breed and general merits arc a 
thick-wrbbed foot, good bushy tail, the 
comely shape and 
poISc of the head, 


and deep, black color on the roof of the 
mouth. 
His degeneration is charged to 


the nbusi's of him as a beast of burden 
and to one of the island's old laws to pro- 
tect slid p, which has given n policeman 
fifty cents for shooting dogs found at 
large—:i statute under which many dogs 
have been ruthlessly slaughtered. 


The c irliest records of the island show 


that the aboriginal dog of the country 
was a ;M>od-tcmpered creature of great 
size, and so strong that he could draw 
from the water seals weighing hundreds 
of pounds. 
He had a passionate fondness 


for the sea, lived on live fish and was a 
skillful fisher, swimming rapidly under 
water and catching his prey by the mouth. 
A case is cited where one of these dogs 
was seen catching fish for sheer sport, 
heaping them up OH shore, and then 
plunging in for others. The same records 
prove, however, that this dog was an ex- 
tinct species very different from the 
present Newfoundland, though the latter 
in this latitude is very fond of raw fish.— 
New Yvik Evening Post. 


A Hi MARKABLE RECLUSE.—The death 


of a remarkable recluse is reported to 
have occurred in the Grecian monastery 
on Mount Athos, in Macedonia. He was 
ninety-four years of age at his death, and 
for sixt\-eight years had been an inmate 
of a solitary cell, from which he never 
emerged except to attend chapel services 
morning and evening, and he there always 
provideil himself with the food needed 
for the following day. 
He passed his 


time in devotions and in painting pictures 
of the Virgin, which the officials of the 
monastery then sold. His body, pursuant 
to his w ishes, was buried before the door 
of his cull. The oldest among his brother 
monks could not remember ever to have 
seen him receive a communication or 
visitor from the outside world. For sixty- 
eight years he was practically buried in 
the mon istery. He died with a reputa- 
tion for great sanctity, and his body will 
be a treasure to the monastery, as his 
history was while he lived.

Among tlie official instructions issued 


by the ConsVild'Hygicnc, Paris, as neces- 
sary to be observed in case a person is 
bitten by an animal eilher mad or sup- 
posed to be so, are the following : First, 
by a sufficient amount of pressure the 
bite, whetlu r deep seated or superficial, 
should be caused to bleed as abundantly 
as possible, and then washed in water, 
with a jet, if possible, or in any other 
liquid (even urine), until caustics can be 
applied.

mony, chloi ide of nine, and by red hot 
iron, the latter being the best of all;

cauterization, which should penetrate to 
every part of the wound. Third, as the 
success of the cauterization depends upon 
the promptitude with which it is ex- 
ecuted, any one is able to practice it at 
once, before a doctor's arrival. Fourth, 
cauterization made witli ammonia or dif- 
ferent forms, of alcohol are inefficacious.

At the Sanitary Congress in England 


the other day the Hon. F. A. Russell 
said that it was found that at a height 
about equal to that of the upper rooms 
in a house a drier climate prevailed than 
at lower levels, and with a daily range 
not much greater, and much less cold on 
the coldest and on foggy nights than down 
below. The practical conclusions seemed 
to be that invalids and delicate persons 
should generally be placed in high, shel- 
tered situations, in tho highest rooms of 
a house, and by no means on a ground 
floor ; that every house ought to be built 
on arches, or thoroughly ventilated below 
and raised on piers above the ground 
level; that no house or cottage which 
was not ventilated underneath, with damp- 
proof walls, should be considered habita- 
l)le, and that in the county|Jno house 
should be considered habitable of which 
tho floor was on a level with or below the 
ground.
